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Two species of Spinellus collected from Japan by the author are investigated. 
One of them found at Sugadaira, Nagano Prefecture in Sept. 1959, is 
identified as Sp. gigasporus Cooke et Massee, while the other found at Kashi, 
Fukushima Pref. in Sept. 1960, as Sp. fusiger (Link) van Tieghem.
